The Moscow talks were described 
by the Soviet and Egyptian official 
news agencies yesterday as “suc- 
cessful,” although earlier statements 
by the Egyptian leader and his So- 
viet counterparts reflected contrast- 
ing views over the Middle East 
Issue. 


The extent of differences, appa- 
rently over strategy, could not be 
assessed yet by last night, but it 
is worth noting that Sadat did not 
extend his three-day visit — as ex- 
pected — ‘beyond the 10-hour talks 
of three sessions. 


Despite reports in Western press 
dispatches that there had been “vi- 
tal differences,” it would seem ex- 
aggerated to conclude that 2 dispute 
bad developed between the two coun- 

es. 


The Western press assumptions 
appeared to have stemmed ¢rom the 
fact that im their Tuesday . ex- 
change of speeches President Sadat 
emphasized that ‘force and only 
force" could exert pressure on Is- 
rael, while President Podgoray 
stressed that his country would ra- 
ther continue to facilitate “the cause 
of a just political settlement in the 
Middle East." 

The Soviet and Egyptian leaders 
outlined their strategy at a time 
when the Americans are continuing 
their efforts to break the impasse 
in the Middle East — with the So- 
viets streasing their belief in the 
bid for a political settlement and

MOSCOW. — The Sovier Union 
yesterday pledged continuing all- 
round assistance and support to 
Egypt eud other Arab countries 
against Israeli “aggression.”

Anwar Sadat said the two sides ~ 


joined In condemning anti-Commu- 
mist campaigna in the Arab world. 
President Sadat left for home 


yesterday after two days of talks ἢ 


with Soviet Cornmunist Party Lea- 
der Leonid Brezhnev, President Niko- 
lat Podgorny and Premier Alexei 
Kosygin. He arrived in Damascus 
after a brief stop-over In Belgrade. 

The visit, which came against a 
background of some disenchantment 
here over anti-Communism 
in some Arab countries, was also 
marked by apparent differences of 
approach over the way to seek a 
settlement in the Middle East. 

The communique said that Pres- 
ident Sadat and Soviet leaders 
agreed on measures aimed to fur- 
ther strengthen Egypt's military 
might. 

The communique contained πὸ 
specific reference to Sadat's oft- 
stated vow that the confrontation 
with Israel would be resolved, by 
peaceful means or by war, by the 
end of the year, 

Western diplomats in Moscow have 
said they doubted whether the 
Soviet Union, would endorse any 
such rigid deadline, or commit it- 
self to support of all-out warfare 
within any time-framework, 

The official Tass news agency, re- 
porting on the communique, said: 

“Both slides are convinesd the ne- 
gBotiations and talks held during 
President Sadat's visit to Mascow 
marked a new Impor-ant stage in 
widening and deepening the friendly 
relations existing between the Soviat 
Union and th?

These 
included a call for a Huropean 
security conference and a demand 
for “the immediate and uncondi- 
tional withdrawal of the armed 
forces of the U.S. and its allies 
from Indo-China.” 


U.S., ISRAEL KEPT 
WATCH ON TALKS

WASHINGTON, — American and 
Israeli diplomats here are monitor- 
ing the Soviet-Egypt talks in Mos- 
cow with special attention in the 
light of the planned visit to the 
Kremlin next May by President Nix- 
on. 

But authoritative sources were 
quick to point out that the timing 
of the joint announcement on the 
Soviet-American summit bore no di- 
rect relationship to the talks be- 
tween President Sadat and Russian 
leaders. 

The timing grew out of a long 
process of ‘bilatera] discussions 20- 
ing back to the first months of the 
Nixon Administration and culminat- 
ing in the formal invitation two 
weeks ago to President Nixon from 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko. 

Informed observers said the three 
decisive factors in the timing were, 
as President Nixon had noted, pro- 
gress in negotiations — especially 
the Berlin agreement, the shock to 
Moscow of events in Poland last De- 


cember which threatened the stabi- ® 


lity of the whole satellite system 
in Hastern Burope, and the final 
push which came after Mr. Nixon's 
announcement of his trip to Peking.

SAILING TRAGEDY

shocking to all of us, and our sym- 
pathy goes out to Mr. Gilead. . 

Those of us who sall their awn 

poats may want to know: 
1. Did the weather forecast for 
Sabbath, October 2, for the Western 
Kinneret indicate strong winds 
(force 4 or more)? Was there a 
sudden gust of wind that could not 
be anticipated? Or are such gusts 
usual on the Kinneret? 

2. Were life-jackets worn by both 
Gileads? 

3. Was Mrs. Gilead a swimmer? 

4, What boat did they sail (size 
and sail plan)? 

5. Small boats, even when sailed 
by experts, overturn quite eesily. 
This should never, and has very 
rarely, lead to such tragic loss of 
life. Was Mrs. Gilead injured or 
rendered unconscious when the boat 
overturned ? 

New, cheap and well-made boats 
have attracted Israelis of ail ages 
to sailing. Not all of them have 
the thorough training given by the 
Sea Sports Clubs (Hapoel, Zevulun, 
Scouts, Elitzur). It is therefore 
doubly important that the tragedy 
of October 2 should be investigated 
‘by a competent body (possibly the 
Salling Committee of the Sports 
Federation) and standards laid down 
which any responsible amateur sailor 
should regard as binding. 

Zo concluston, may I mention that 
one of the impressive things I 
noticed during guest membership of 
the Bangor University Sailing Club 
in North Wales in 1969 was the 
way In which young recruits and 
veteran sallors alike wore life- 
jackets at all times in the excep- 
tionally sheltered waters of the 
Menai Straits. I think such disci- 
pline is both good seamanship and 
the way to prevent loss of life.

Nixon's policy in the Middle East 
is “basically correct, in the eyes 
ἢ} ΟΣ ‘Walter Lippmann, the noted 
American columnist.

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empowered to do so by law. If,

- The five-year economic forecast 
published by the Planning Autho- 
rity two years ago still envisaged a 
growth rate of the GNP by 8.2 per 
cent a year. The forecast published 
this year, which presumes an about 
double net immigration, aud a big- 
Y annual rise of productivity per 
worker, does not go beyond a 7.5 
per cent growth. However, it pre- 
sumes a more rapid growth of pri- 
vate and public non-defence con- 
sumption, and 6 smaller expansion 
of productive Investments and of 
exports, and — of course — a ca- 
valier increase in our foreign debt. 


Importance of fractions 


The above fractional differences 
may look fnsignificant, but one has 
to bear in mind that 1 per cent 
of our GNP now amounts to almost 
1L250m., and 1 per cent of our 
aggregate apending to more than 
that, It is therefore more impor- 
tant what we are doing with the 
three civil quarters of our GNP 
than whether one quarter or one 
fifth of the total is spent for de- 
fence. 


‘Quite apart from this basic dis- 
tortion — or, at best, misconcep- 
tion — the defence discussion tends 
to convey ἃ wrong impression con- 
cerning the way the defence bud- 
get is fixed and spent.

waters Involves a mechanism by 
which the oxygenated surface waters, 
by cooling, become more dense 
and sink. This cooling takes place 
where cold continental air-masses 
flow over the water. The chill winds 
spl! down from the Alps into the 
Provencal basin and, on toe other 
side of Italy, on to the northern 
Adriatic and on to the Aegean from 
the mountaing of Turkey. Because 
the Mediterranean is an enclosed 
sea, anything which affects the 
“lungs” affects the whole system. 


Adriatic blight 


These “lungs,” the report says, 
are unhealthy. In the Upper aAd- 
rlatic, all the sea coast from Trieste 
to Montfalcone is almost entirely 
classified as polluted. From Grado 
to Lingano the concentrations of de- 
tergents are particularly high and 
the lagoon of Marano “has the 
characteristics of a partially 
purified sewer." 


Slightly better conditions, 
still qualifying as polluted, 


but

. found from Venice Lido to Chioggia. 


An extremely grave situation exists 
at the mouth of the Porto Ravenna, 
where almost all the Hquid refuse 
from the adjoining urban and in- 
dustrial areas and from the hin- 
terland 15 discharged Into the sea 
without any corrective treatment. 


The Port of Trieste area itself is 
“very polluted,” including dan- 
gerous intestinal germs. In rhe Bay 
of Mageia all fish have disappear- 
ed. Ta all the Adriatic areas inves- 
tigated, synthetic detergents were 
all-pervasive. 


Another hazard arises from the 
Mediterranean winds which turn it 
into an “outsize dustpan.” The great 
diversity of land and water condi- 
tions gives rise to special and com- 
plex wind systems, among them the

These winds 
have shifted vast quantities of de- 
sert dust and voleanic ash from 
Eina, Vesuvins, Stromboli and other 
active cones, and are now circulat- 
ing large quantities of man-made 
mischlef which are deposited in the 
Mediterranean. 


The sea bed in many parts of 
the world ts like a minefield of 
which the charts have been mislaid 
because, for a very long time now, 
governments have dumped millions 
of tons of lethal materials, includ- 
ing the massive surpluses of two 
world wars, into the sea. They do 
ποῖ disclose what they dump nor 
where they dump it. There is no in- 
ternatlonal register of disposals, and, 
the report says, it is “more than 
Hkely individual governments are 
no longer aware of what they did 
with all of it." In the Baltic it was 
discovered that the level of arsenic 
in the water was abno high. 
This led to the disclosure 
7,000 tons of arsenic had been 
dumped in concrete containéra al- 
most 40 years ago. Properly dis- 
pensed, this would be enough to 
kill the world’s population three 
iimes over. 


During World War IT the Medi- 
terranean wes a naval battleground 
and 514 Allied’ ships (1,740,250 
tons) were sunk with all they con- 
tained, Including live ammunition 
and chemical weapons and tanks, 
and bunkers full of oil. The report 
comments: “It is likely that, as has 


been suspected in the North Sea, | 


unidentifiable oii slicks may be 
due to the breaking up of wartime 
sunken ships.” Today, the Mediter- 
ranean is continuously patrolled by 
the navies of the two super-powers, 
the U.S.A. and the U.S.S.R, They 
also constitute a pollution hazard. 


What a death sentence on the 
sick sea means — even If it is fol- 
lowed by reprieve — is set out 
starkly enough by Lord Ritchie- 
Calder: 


“The short-term prognosis is 
obvious: things will get worse be~ 
cause the effects will be multiplied 
and magnified by the increase in 
industrial activity without adequate 
services to deal with the wastes, 
or restraints commensurate with the 
problem. The health of millions will 
be in danger. Recreational beaches 
will be tarred and ordured. The 
sea will be out of bounds for 
bathers. The trees will go on dying 
along the coasts, suffocated oF 
poisioned by the polluted sea-winds. 
The quality of life will be diminish-

There would also be 
provision for setting up new sick 
funds, if they are judged financially 
viable. and for existing sick funds 
to merge with one another.

Prime Minister Golda Meir has 
been asked to see Messrs. Meir Yaari 
and Yaacov Hazan, of Mapam, be- 
fore the final draft is accepted by 
the Labour Party. Mapam sources 
say that Mr. Hazan, who had been 
in favour of a law to regulate work 
in public services, has now changed 
his view and rejects the Labour 
Party Mne. Mapam “will never ac- 
cept" a law which does not recog- 
nize the special status of the His- 
tadrut in work disputes. 

Moreover, Mapam argues, the 
draft as it now stands gives the 
Government arbitrary powers “un- 
known in any other democratic 
country.”

HAIFA. — In the 13 years of ope- 
rating the Carmeélit underground 
trains, the Municipality has raised 
fares elght times without obtaining 
the approval of the Municipal Coun- 
cil, but it will this time face legal 
action if it again fails to secure 
approval for the new increase (from 
25 to 30 agora). Councillors Dov 
Laufer (Gahal) and Moshe Amar 
(Mapam) have in the past drawn 
attention to this blemish in proce- 
dure, but without avail. “If a resi- 
dent were to sue the Carmellit ma- 
nmagement for overcharging, he would 
have a good chance of winning his 
case,” Dr. Laufer sald yesterday. 

The new increase is to go into 
effect tomorrow (at the same time 
as the new bus fares), but the 
next Municipal Counc] session will 
be held only next Monday, so that 
the five agorot increase might be 
illegal for three days, despiie the 
fact that the Transport Ministry 
has already approved the higher 
fare. 

Dr. Laufer on Tuesday sent tele- 
grams to the Ministers of Transport 
and Interior pointing out that there 
was no justificatlon for the in- 
crease which hits the low-income 
puiation most. “ZI am told that the 
Ministry is subsidizing the Carmelit. 
Actuallly, the Carmelit earns an ope- 
rational surplus and its costs have 
not increased in the same way as 
those of the bus services which 
Nave to bear the higher fuel prices 
after devaluation," Dr. Laufer ex- 
pained.

Two Jordanians were named yes- 
terday as the main suspects in the 
sabotage of the Swissair jetliner 
which crashed at Wuerenleng in 
February 1970 killing all 47 per- 
song aboard.

down by 2 bomb explosion in the 
luggage hold. 

Baumann said the Investigation 
revealed that the two Jordanians 
— Sufian Quaddouni and Mussa 
Yawher — mailed the bomb in a 
parcel from 2 Munich post office 
to a non-existent address in Jeru- 
salem. The bomb was triggered by

Instant reaction here to the news 
ef Mr. Nixon’s scheduled visit to 
Moscow next spring — arranged 
with Mr. Gromyko — was that it 
could augur Ss American-Soviet 
attempt to impose peace terms in 
the Arab-Israel conflict. An impos- 


ed, or dictated, peace is completely 
anathema to Israel. 

Previous efforts at reaching an 
understanding between the two 
super-powers on a Middic East set- 
tlement have bogged down, but 
chances might appear better now 
with the coming thaw in relatlons 
between Washington and Peking, 
which in turn had brought about 
some melowing in Moscow — ac- 
cording to the view prevailing in 
Washington. Some observers here 
specuiated yesterday that domestic 
political considerations next 
year's presidenttal election cam- 
poign -- would limit American 
capacity to make compromises at 
Israel's expense. On the other hand, 
it was also realized that a “peace” 
agreement with the Soviets could 
be a powerful argument for Pre- 
sident Nixon's re-election. 

The next few months, these ob- 
servers said, would therefore be 
critical in any Israeli effort to fore- 
stall or thwart efforts at dic- 
tation. It could also be expected, 
however, the Egyptians would not 
break the cease-fire at least until 
after the Moscow meeting.
